HE WOULD ESTABLISH A HOME

It Would Be Modelled After the Halo
Home, of Boston, Mass,, of Which
Mr. Brown and s Wife Are Now
in Charges=The Home Wonld He
Located in One of the Kndustrial
Suburbs of the City.

AL the meetidle of the board of akeo
clated charities last night n letter wne
rend by SBecretary Rogers lsrael ffom
Lincoln F. Brown, of Boston, Mnass.,

who, with his wife, wants to establish
o s#ocinl settlement in this clty. Mr
Brown, ns his lerter states, was form-
ervly a tesident of Moscow., He is a

fEraduate of the Meadville Theological

school, and immediately after leaving
college Mr, Brown engnged In social
work In Brooklyn, Afterward  Mrs

Hrown and himself nssumed charge of
Hale Home, a center for ong of the
fourteen socinl gettlements in Boston,
und numoed after the renouned Edward
Kverett Hale,

Mig. Brown was formerly Mise Zelida
Stevans, & teacher in the publie schools
of this city, Her mother, Mrs, C, 8hin-
Inger, now regldes at 451 Webster ave-
nie

The 1etter Includes a4 thorongh expos
sitton of the plan which Mr. Brown
would like to introduce in this city,
Briefly outlined {1 is as followe: TTa
would estanblish a house in some die-
trlct populated by the poorer classes
similar to the Hale Home, In general
there are four factors 1o be considered,
viz: Lacality, workers, a house as o
working center and financial support,

LOCATION OF HOME,

A= for locality Mr. Brown, from per-
sonul observation while In this clty,
would gelect elther the reglon of the
upper #teel mill or the lower milla
With head workers provided ,\Il-_-.|

Brown and himeelt are willing to un-
dertake the work without any salary
guarantse for an experimental period,
"Assistant workera” says the writer,
may ilwave be depended upon to draw
largely from the different church clrs
cles and from the body of teachers In
the clty.

field, A

house, Mr. Brown would
ndjacent to the working
Iarge puarlor floor with con-
necting roome which could he thrown
Into one when oceaslon required, to be
used for Hbrary and socinl gatherings:
gne or two extra rooms for clube or
clngg work: a good kitchen, hoth for
the convenience of the residents and
for giving house keeping lessons to the
girls; thres or four sleeping rooms for
possible residents, and bath room are
the leading reéequisites,

The financlal problem, according to
Mr. Brown, may be solved by the sub-
geription method. He gives as an esti-
mate of the expense: $200 for furniture,
§$400 for house rent, $756 for gas or fuel,
$200 for house help, $600 for Incidentals,
An  executive commitiee of philan-
throple persons would direct the Home,
